OUR  GUARANTEE  

The  FRANKLIN  FORESTRY  COMPANY  hereby 
makes  the  following  guaranty  with  the  party  of  the  second 
part  named  in  the  above  contract,  to  which  this  guarantee  is 
attached  and  of  which  it  becomes  a part: 

If  after  three  months  and  within  one  year  from  the  com- 
pletion of  the  planting  work  prescribed  by  said  contract, 
written  notice  from  said  party  of  the  second  part  or  his  legal 
representatives  shall  be  received  at  the  principal  business 
office  of  said  Company,  to  the  effect  that  less  than  75%  of 
the  trees  planted  under  said  contract  are  then  alive,  then  said 
FRANKLIN  FORESTRY  COMPANY  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  make  an  examination  of  such  planting  or  plantings, 
and  if,  in  its  judgment,  the  condition  so  reported  exists,  the 
Company  shall,  within  a period  of  18  months  from  the 
completion  of  the  said  planting,  plant  a sufficient  number  of 
trees  (of  the  same  variety  and  age  as  the  original  planting, 
if  possible)  to  bring  the  total  number  of  living  trees  up  to  at 
least  75%  of  the  original  setting;  this  work  to  be  done  at  no 
expense  whatever  to  the  party  of  the  second  part. 

It  is  hereby  expressly  understood  and  agreed  that  this 
guaranty  shall  not  apply  in  case  of  loss  due  to  fire;  nor  in  case 
of  loss  due  to  convulsions  of  nature  such  as  land-slips,  floods, 
cyclones,  or  hail  storms;  nor  in  case  of  loss  due  to  any  ap- 
pearance, development,  or  increase  of  insect  enemies  or  fun- 
gous diseases,  except  when  such  insects  or  fungi  were  plainly 
present  on  the  stock  when  it  was  originally  planted;  nor  shall  it 
apply  in  case  of  loss  or  damage  caused  by  third  parties, whether 
man  or  beast,  nor  in  case  of  loss  or  damage  due  to  the  acts  or 
omissions  of  the  party  of  the  second  part,  his  agent  or  agents. 

But  that  it  shall  apply  only  in  case  of  losses  caused  by 
unfavorable  and  extreme  climatic  conditions,  such  as  heat, 
cold,  drouth,  or  early  or  late  frosts. 

The  Company  further  guarantees  that  no  weak  or  inferior 
stock  shall  be  used  in  any  planting,  and  that  the  trees  at  the 
time  of  setting  shall  be  free  from  injurious  insects  or  diseases. 
All  stock  set  by  the  Company  bears  the  certificate  of  the  State 
Nursery  Inspector.

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HE  above  is  an  exact  copy  of  the  guarantee 
which  this  Company  places  upon  every 
plantation  made  by  it,  the  same  being 
attached  to  and  made  part  of  all  contracts 
entered  into.  As  regards  the  desirability  of 
contract  work  by  persons  experienced  in 
the  work  of  raising,  transporting,  and  setting  trees,  over 
the  same  work  done  by  those  inexperienced  in  all  the 
[ I above  lines  there  can  be  no  question.

The  Question  of  Forest  Taxation 

One  of  the  reasons  for  limiting  the  “rotation”  or 
period  of  most  profitable  growth  of  plantations  to 
50  years  (the  generally  recognized  limit  for  White  pine

in  the  East)  has  been  the  rapid  increase  at  compound 
interest  after  that  time  of  the  necessary  items  of  cost 
in  establishing  the  plantation,  chief  of  which  aside  from 
the  actual  cost  of  planting  has  been  taxation.  For- 
tunately state  governments  are  beginning  to  see  this, 
with  the  result  that  in  Massachusetts  the  legislature 
has  this  year  passed  an  act  completely  altering  the 
system  of  taxing  this  class  of  property  for  such  as  wish 
to  take  advantage  of  it. 

Briefly  stated,  the  new  law  substitutes  for  the  old 
annual  tax  on  both  timber  and  land  a nominal  tax  on 
the  land  alone  of  not  over  8 or  1 0 cents  per  acre  per  year, 
and  a tax  on  the  timber  based  on  the  yield  when  it  is 
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finally  cut  amounting  to  6%  of  the  stumpage  value  at 
that  time.  Space  forbids  further  elaboration  here, 
but  the  full  text  of  the  law  may  be  obtained  in  a 
bulletin  issued  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Forester, 
which  also  sums  up  clearly  the  various  points  and 
explains  them.  This  bulletin  may  be  had  upon 
application. 

Method  of  Planting 

We  set  our  trees  as  nearly  as  practicable  at  the  rate 
of  1,000  plants  to  the  acre,  which  in  the  long  run  is

equal  to  about  a 6 foot  spacing  each  way  (though 
slightly  greater  than  that  on  open  ground).  Such  a 
stand  produces  straight  timber  free  from  knots,  without 
the  aid  of  artificial  pruning,  and  may  usually  be  thinned 
at  a profit  when  25  years  old  or  so  to  the  great  benefit 
of  the  trees  that  are  left.  Prices  are  the  same,  whether 
figured  per  thousand  or  per  acre. 

Time  to  Plant  and  Stock  to  Use 

Forest  planting  may  be  done  in  April  (as  soon  as 
the  frost  is  out),  May,  June,  September,  October,  and 
in  some  cases  November;  the  success  of  the  plantation 
being  largely  dependent  on  the  immediately  subsequent 


The  proper  size  to  use  is  a matter  best  determined 
by  a personal  examination,  and  all  reasonable  examina- 
tions of  this  sort  will  be  made  with  pleasure  and  without 
entailing  either  expense  or  obligation  upon  the  owner. 

Larger  Stock 

We  set  out  larger  trees  at  special  prices  if  desired, 
though  we  do  not  make  a regular  business  of  this  work. 
We  also  plant  stock  raised  in  nurseries  other  than  our 
own,  making  special  prices  in  such  cases.  We  cannot 
apply  our  guarantee  to  plantings  made  with  such  stock.
